The lawns of perennial Rye 
are beginning to disappear at 
this season and many 
home­ 
owners seem to he wondering 
whether i( would he wiser to con 
tinup to water, hoping that the 
Rye will conic hack, or lake the 
water off so that the Bermuda 
grass will nut start to grow. Or. 
more wondering, w h e I h e r it 
would be well to let the Bermuda 
grass come in for green during 
the summer. 
It seems to me that the impor­ 
tant 
decision to make at 
this 
time is whether or not you want 
Bermuda. Once you stop fighting 
it and continué watering, you 
w ill 
have the Bermuda grass 
growing in, during tlit* summer, 
whether you like it or not. So if 
you decide that you are going 
io keep your lawn area for Rye 
lawns in the winter only, then 
it is best to stop watering as soon 
as the Rye burns and browns. 
Clean it off and free from weeds 
and keep tilt* water away from 
this area. True, there w ill be no 
green for the summer, but if you 
rake it clean and keep it neat 
with accent on the shrubs, your 
area will be free from Bermuda. 
If you are an all-year resident 
and do not want this brown yard 
during thr* summer, then you 
must go into another type of 
lawn or alternate between Rye 
in winter and Bermuda in sum­ 
mer. 
If you have been considering 
Dieondra for a lawn (and there 
are many beautiful ones in the 
V alley) the summer months are 
the time for rapid growth in di- 
condra 
provided that you are 
able to flood wafer it. Also pro­ 
vided that you are able to keep 
the weed and Bermuda spears 
picked out 
from between 
the 
clumps until these clumps which 
you set out have matted together. 
When this "m at" has covered the 
ground completely, 
then, 
and 
then only w ill it discourage Her 
muda growth. Dieondra can also 
be planted from seed, but the
